Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendment to the drawings raises 
new matter issues as discussed in the Final Rejection. Claims 2 and 10 clearly and solely recite intended use functions and do not recite 
any structural limitations and therefore do not compy with 35 USC 1 12 second paragraph. In response to applicants' arguments directed 
towards Lodispoto, the top insole layer of Lodispoto (21 clealrly has a rear heel section shown at line (c) which has a surface closer to the 
outsole than the surface at the fonA^ard toe section shown at line (a). In figure 5 the heel of the wearer is clearly sown as being carried 
closer to the walking surface than the forefoot. In reference to the term "planar", Lodispoto shows a planar outsole inasmuch as applicant 
has shown and defined such especially since the term planar is a description of a surface, the top surface of the outsole of Lodispoto 
appears to be planar and therefore the outsole is considered to be a "planar outsole". Applicants' arguments directed towards Snabb and 
Robinson were addressed in the Final rejection. In reference to applicants' arguments directed towards the double Patenting rejection, the 
Examiner has clearly recited the motivation and shown reference and explained the rejection in the final rejection. . 
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
